CITY OFFICIALS GUESTS OF EM- 
PLOYEES 

A mooting, unique Itt tho hlHiory itf 
Ihirt city, was that hold In Hibornian 
hull. Nonnntum square, Inst Frhlav 
ovoninK. Mayor Mutchltison. Bi.' 
board of nldormcn, nnd city ofilcinl-* 
ooniicotod with iho street nnd wai«*r 
ilopnrtincnts wore the gnost.s of .New- 
ton Cliy Employees Protective Dnlon. 
12280. nnd there was a large gathorltig 
lo meet Ihe city fathers. Prealden: 
Jei'i'mlnh J. Herlihy presided. 

In addition lo the represenlallvcsi 
of the city governmetit atid tlepnri- 
menl heads the speakers Incliuled 
promhuMit ofilclals of the Ainorlcun 
federation of labor. Thomas Nolan, 
seorelary of the legislative comnilltee 
of the slate branch of Ihe federation, 
spoke of the half holidays nnd pa.v- 
ment for legal holidays enjoyed by 
the employes of other cities. 

.Mayor Hutchinson, tho second 
speaker, was given an ovation. He 
declared that he was anxious that the 
city employes should at all times re- 
ceive fair tr<mtnient. and urged that 
nil differences be adjusted If possible 
by conference between representatives 
of Ihe union and the city officials. Ho 
paid warm tribute to the many old 
employes present, whom he said had 
put in the best years of their lives In 
faithful work for the city. 

Street Commissioner Charles W. 
Ross was warmly received and ex- 
pressed a willingness to meet the 
men at any lime to adjust differences. 
He said lhat he believed practically 
all Ihe employes were rendering a fair 
(lay’s work. Frank McCarthy, general 
organizer of the American federation 
of labor, said that the union should 
not be considered by city officials as 
a hostile body. “Trades unionism has 
done more toward better workmanship 
than any other one cause in the 
country.” said he. “Home conditions 
must be pleasant to secure Ideal work. 
The conditions of the homes depend 
upon the amount of revenue brought 
Into them.” He declared that a high- 
er degree of civilization means a 
higher degree of Intelligence and mo- 
rality, and called upon the members 
of the city government to help the 
union realize these conditions. He 
urged that Newton establish a stand- 
ard of labor conditions that may be 
copied by every city in the country. 
•‘A wage of $2 a day Is not sufficient 
to maintain a home,” he asserted. 
“Wages should be increased more 
than the cost of living increases.” Mr. 
McCarthy said he believed a meeting 
such as (hat he was addressing would 
accomplish more good lesutfs than 20 
meetings held separately. He de- 
clared that the shirker occasionally 
found ill the ranks of the workers Is 
despised and is Injurious to the or- 
ganization. 

Alderman E. B. Bosson said that he 
was heartily In sympathy with the or- 
gonlzation. “Labor ought to have its 
Just deserts,” said he. “and no city 
should hire labor al unfair wages.” 
He said the executive department of 
the city was better able to understand 
labor conditions than the aldermen. 

Alderman William J. Doherty urged 
that all differences ho settled by arbi- 
tration, “Loyalty, honesty and so- 
briety should be your guiding stars." 
he declared. Alderman Frank A. Day. 
chairman of the finance committee, 
said he wished to do all he could to 
make tho workingmen contented. 

George P. Stuart, deputy street 
commissioner, said the meeting was a 
notable event in that It was the first 
time In the history of the city that 
the mayor had met in one body the em- 
ployes of tho street and water depnri- 
meuts. "Newton is Ihe only city in 
the Slate doing all its construction 
work by day labor insieail of letting it 
out by roulract,” said he. 

Ctiy Engineer Irving T, Farnham 
said ilie *cliy officials were with tho 
employes and wanted Ihe employes to 
ho with them. Water CommiBsloiior 
J. Clifton Whitney. Daniel O’Connell, 
chairuinn of the democratic city com- 
niUtee: Ex-Alderman E. B. Bowen, 
Alderman Charles D. Cabot. Ex-Al- 
dermnn Thomas .1. Lyons, who as- 
sorted that Newton’s laborers were as 
good ns those of any city In (he state 
nnd ehould receive a fair wage: Alder- 
man Frederick W. Stone. Alderman 
Hownrd P. Converse. Alderman F. S. 
Webster. Alderman Allslon Burr and 
Aldeininn C. F. Avery also spoke. 
Encli of the speakers received hearty 
npplnuse, and at the conclusion of the 
meeting ^tluyor Huichinsoit and the 
other guests were given a rising vole 
of sincere appreciation. 

The meeting was pronounced one 
of the most Interesting ever hold by 
Iho flourlshinK union, and the otficers 
who had charge of tlie arrangements 
received many coiigralulallons.

FREE LIBRARY REPORT 

The followlng'extracts from the an- 
nual report of the Newton Free Li- 
brary, will undoubtedly be of Inter- 
est. 

• Report of Trustees 

The year which has just closed lui.i 
been one of marked activity in all de- 
partments of the Library. There has 
been an increase in clrculallon of 
22.383 volumes which is the largest for 
any year so far recorded In the uniuial 
reports. Two plans which were ten- 
tatively adopted in the previous your 
and which have been considerably de- 
veloped during the present Iinvo 
proved to be very succesaful. ' 

One of these plans known as the : 
Duplicate Pay Collection Plan, enables 
card holders to obtain the newest ftcl- 
ion from both the main library and Ihc 
branches by paying two cenis per dny 
for each book taken out. This charge 
is sufnclent to pay the cost, of all books 
bought for the Pay Collodion; and It 
is expected in the near future that it 
will as well funiLsh oOikiont funds to 
meet the cost of ail ridion the library 
purchases. During the year there 
were about one luin(l'*.‘il new titles 
bought for this Pay t'ollection 

The other plan known as ;be Depos- 
it Collection Plan, give^ card holders ' 
living at distant points of the City an 
opportunity to select Ironi the several 
hundred volumes which have been put 
upon the shelves at the various 
branches. As the books iu these De- 
posit Collections are being frenuetuly 
changed, those who from time to lime 
come to the branches for books nave 
found on the shelves lileralure in one 
form or another in which they wer- 
interested nnd which they have at once 
taken awaj'. When card holder's 
■wants can thus be immediately suiis- 
lled the delay under the old method is 
avoided. If the books desired are no< 
to be obtained at the branch, cartl.s <:an 
be sent to the tnuin library as 
lierelofore. 

This general plan of depositing 
books al the branch libraries is one 
which the Trustees believe can be de- 
veloped to the great advantage of the 
City. Newton is made up of villages 
with its main llbrai-y situated in one* 
of those where It is not easily accessi- 
ble to many of the residents of the 
City. Because of the inconvenleuco 
heretofore attending the use of 
librury books through the branch- 
es many families living in wards 
other than one and seven have 


made no use of them whatever. It Is 
the Intention of the Trustees to In- 
crease the number of books at the ! 
various branches. Kventually it is 
hoped that there will be kept at each 
branch a Deposit (’ollectlon of at 
least one thousand 11000) books as 
well ns a Pay Collection. The library 
Is supported by taxes Imposed on citi- 
zens In all parts of the Ctty, and so far 
as Its resources will permit it is the 
intention of this Board to give all as 
equal a share as possible in its bene- 
ills. Tliero are now six branch 
llliruries and early in the com- 
ing year there will be an additional 
one opened in the new school bouse 
at Newlou Highlands. Furnishings 
and reference books for this branch 
are being purchased from funds sup- 
plied by the Newton Highlands Im- 
provement Association and others In- 
terested. The branch al NonanUim 
will soon be moved Into tni attractive 
room III ihe new school building which 
Is about ready for occupancy. 

The work-kWhich is now being done 
al tile branches needs for Its success- 
ful prosecution careful supervision un- 
der a well devised sysleiu. The Trus- 
tees feel tliat it will soon be necessary 
to appoint a Superintendent of branch- 
es, who under the authority of the 
l.ibrarlan shall have tlirect charge ol 
tills important department. 

Report of Librarian. 

The end of the year shows an In- 
crease In the service of ihe library In 
many directions. 

The only change which has been 
made in the library bonrs is in the 
morning when the doors are now 
opened at eight instead of ten o’clock. 
This change which began on June 10th 
has been helpful to those wishing to 
leave liooks when on their way to Bos- 
ton. and also to many readers who 
have preferred to come early to the 
librury. 

The number of books added during 
the year Is 2042. Of these 278 have 
been gifts and 168 are bound volmne.s 
of magazines. The total number here 
al tlio main library is now 64,300 with 
several thousunds more at the branch- 
es. Youi’ Board has for some time liud 
under consideration the matter of 
weeding out the unused books In the 
West Newton Branch. Nearly 6000 
books wore In that collection, some of 
them quite out of date, many dupli- 
cates of the hooka at the central lib- 
rary. and others old and shabby. A 
beginning has been made in (Ills 
direct Ion. and 1128 books have already 
been discarded. As many as ten large 
mail sacks have been iilled with gov- 



ernment reports, etc. nnd sent tb 
Washington lO the flnperintendont of 
Public Documents. 08fi works of Act- 
ion have been withdrawn and books 
from other classes are (o follow. This 
will leave room at this branch for 
more boolis of current Interest to he 
placed there on deposit from the main 
library. 

The two new branches, one nt Non- 
andmi and one al Newionvllle, have 
proved very helpful and been a means 
of increasing the library's usefulness 
, In those sections of the city. All the 
branches now have deposits of books 
from the main library nnd al your de- 
sire these deposits are being increased, 
so that they number from 300 to 1000 
according to the needs nnd the shel- 
ving capacity of Ihe dlfToreiit braiichos, 

Tho circtilation for 1907 is larger 
than tt has been during any other 
year In the library’s lilsfory. The 
highest prevlotis Agiires were 170.006 
In 1899. This year 186.133 books ivere 
circulated, besides 10,989 which were 
laken from the Duplirafe Pay Collect- 
ion — thus making a home circulation 
of 196,122. One ci% se for this In- 
crease is doubtless the facilities for 
drawing the books from the branches 
wllh the larger collection there from 
which to chose. 

The Duplicate Pay Collection, which 
IS a selection of recent works mostly 
Action, that readers may take by the 
payment of 2 cents a day proved so 
popular last year at Newton Centre 
that Ihe experiment *s'aH extended this 
year to the main library and to three 
more bratiches. It has proved a groat 
success in Itself, and has also saved 
the city money already in the way of 
the outlay needed for Action, — sliico 
out of Hie 278 books referred to above 
as gifts. 161 were given to the library 
Irom this collection — being works that 
liad served tbelr tiaefulness in the Pay 
Collection. Since the commencement 
of this undertaking In .May, 1906 the 
library has received from readers 
$937.88. 758 books have been bought 
for this collection and $783.25 paid for 
boolts, bookcases and needed ap- 
pliances. This leaves a balance Dec. 
31. of $154.63, together wllh 597 books 
ill addition to the 101 given to the lib- 
rary. 

The work of reclassifying the library 
books, with the efficient help of the as- 
sistant iu charge, is still progressing, 
although slowly on account of the 
small force of assistants and the large 
amount of work to be accomplished, 
'card catalogues are being put into the 
branches, and the printed cards from 
the Congresslonnl Library at Wash- 
ington are bought for this purpose. 

Tile Young People's Room continues 
to be one of the most Important parts 
of the library. The assistant there is 
doing admirable work. Every Satur- 
day morning an hour is spent either in 
reading with the children or In ex- 
plaining how to use Ihe library and its 
reference works. Pictures are dis- 
played frequently, when some anniver- 
sary of lilstoric importance arrives or 
some current event con be Illustrated. 

The use of the line collection of 
photographs and other pictures has 
been much larger the past year than 
ever before. Nearly GOOD pictures 
have been sent to clubs, individuals or 
schools, to say nothing of the sets of 
stereoscopic views In almost dally de- 
mand, 

A beginning lias been made on a col- 
lection of lantern slides wlil.h are for 
(he beneAt of those tlesiring to use 
tliem in lectures or any other enter- 
lalnnients. The library has slides on 
Egypi, the various countries of Eur- 
ope, the West Indies, and Venezuela. 
It is now desired to increase the num- 
ber witli slides for the study of the 
L’nited States wht<rh will bo of great 
help to the public schools. Printed 
lists of ibe new accessions of photo- 
graphs and pictures liavo teen printed 
In the monthly bvilleiln of new books. 
Tlie Arst aasistaiu has also preiiared 
special lists of books on various topics 
of current Interest which liuve also ap- 
peared In the bulletins. 

An ever-increasing amount of work 
in Ibe Reference Room In the way of 
assisting readers, club members and 
, students has been done by the refer- 
ence assistant. A list of Hie wants, 
(luesHons asked nnd liiforiiiaHon 
sought has been kept and the > arleiy 
iu (ho diunaiuls shows to what an 
exiiiu one's resources cun to in.sed. 

Tho call from the schools and teach- 
ers shows a more active iuiorosi. Tlie 
circulation for the year, 21,427, marks 
a gain of 2109 over last year s cii'cu- 
latioii. 

Tlie music collection has been aug- 
mented by Hie addition ol 189 volumes 
including many opei'a scores and 
works of motlei’u loniposers. 

The reaiHug rooms have been opened 
on Sundays from 2 to li p. in. during 
si.\ months of Hie year. Hint is from 
.Ian. I to .May I ainl in Noveinbor and 
December. The aiiondance has been 
fairly good, sutllcient al leasi to war- 
rant Hie extra expense. The number 
registered ui tlie main library was 
1787. At tile six brunches a very good 
iiuinber made use of Hie Sunday iirlvi- 
lege. 

Tlie assisuinls have Hiroughoui Hie 
year responded witli faiilifulness and 
ottlciency to Hio many calls upon 
them.

octagonal rotunda, from which tbe 
corridors radiate to right and left and 
to the rear of the biulding. To tbe 
right is the office, and waiting room 
for guests and patients, matroil and 
clerlt. 

In the rear of these are tbe stairs 
and a large elevator capable of carry- 
ing a full-length stretcher or ambu- 
lance carriage for patients. All is en- 
closed in fire-proofed walls, shutlng 
off danger from fire and all sounds 
from story to story. Opposite, there 
is a large Diet-kitchen for the prea- 
ration of food for patients. This Diet- 
kitchen on the first floor Is connected 
svlth the Diet-kitchen in the basement 
and the second story by dumb-waiter. 
This Diet-kitcfien contains all tbe up- 
to-date appurtenances of rooms of this 
kind. 

Four private rooms with toilets are 
located on the southerly end of the . 
building. There is also a spacious air- 1 
ing balcony where convalescents can 
be taken. Another airing balcony is 
on the eosterly side, approaches to the 
same being from the main corridor or 
direct from the large open ward, in 
which there are accommodations for 
ten patients. Adjoining this ward are 
toilets and various accessories and the 
baby-room. The walls of all the rooms 
are sound-proofed, and the doors are 
double In thickness in order to avoid 
the passage of sounds from room to 
room and to other parts of the Hospi- 
tal. 

In the second story there aro eleven 
private rooms, toilets, diet-kitchen 
and the baby-room, all being sound- 
proofed same as on the first floor. On 
' this floor also there are two airing 
balconies with access to same from 
corridor, and in some instances from 
iho rooms themselves. 

On the third floor are toilets, store- 
rooms and large isolating room, two 
special bed-rooms for doctors or 
guests. On this floor also la a fully 
equipped nurses ulillly room and ster- 
llzlng room with equipments second 
to none. 

The basement la devoted to disin- 
fecting room, a large diet-kitchen, X- 
ray and dark room. The connection 
with the other Hospital buildings Is 
made by means of a semi-submerged 
coirldoi. 

Perhaps the most unusual feature 
about this unusual gift is the fact that 
the building is to be completely fur- 
nished when given. This includes, 
not only tho complete furnishing of 
tlie Indivlilunl rooms, but the full 
equipment of the diet-kllchen and 
Hterllzing rooms, etc., every part of 
(he building ready for i)atlent8 — all 
ihis in addition to the land and build 
i,^g_find the grounds are now being 
handsomely laid out. 

The building gives twenty-flvG ad- 
ditional bods us a new equipment for 
the Newton Hospital, and provides 
for the cure of private surgical cases 
of both sexes, public maternity wards 
and for private maternity cases. The 
exceptional doslrablllty of tho building. 
Its beautiful location, Us superb equip- 
ments, coupled with Iho service now 
being rendered by tho Newton Hos- 
pital. will certainly make this a very 
delightful place to go lo If one must 
ba ill. 

Nearly opposite lo tho main en- 
trance of tliG building is a brouzo tab- 
let on wlilclt tlio following inscription 
appears: , ,

AUTO CHAINS BARRED 

Beginning the first day of May no 
aulonioblles equipped with tire chains, 
armored or metal-studded tires, or 
other devices of metal designed to 
give the tires a grip on the roadway 
will be permitted to be driven on any 
of the parkways under the Jurisdic- 
tion of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission under penalty of a fine of not 
more than $20. An order eml)odying 
this prohibition has recently been 
framed by the commissioners .ind will 
become effective on Friday. The fir- 
der reads as follows; 

"No person shall have in ills con- 
trol or operate upon any roadway, 
driveway or parkway an automobile 
which has upon, about or affixed to 
any wheel or the lire of any wliecl 
thereof, a chain or any metal burr, 
metal stud or other projection of 
metal which may come in contact with 
tho surface of such roadway, drive- 
way or parkway." 

It Is tho claim of the commission 
that tire chains and studded tires 
tend to increase the wear of automo- 
hile traffic by tearing up the road sur- 
face. Such devices are used to pre- 
vent skidding and tlielr prohibiticin 
will necessitate much more careful 
driving on wet days. As the Metro- 
politan Park Commission controls 
many of the roadways moat favored 
by automobilists, such ns Revere 
Beach Parkway. Felsway. .Mystic val- 
ley parkway, and Blue Hills parkway, 
the prohibition will mean practically 
the abolition of anti-skUl devices of 
metal. Commonwealth avenue and the 
Fenway are under the jurisdiction oC 
the Boston Park Commission and (he 
Newton boulevard is not Included in 
the Metropolitan system, but us oiher 
park authorities often follow tlie load 
of Iho .Metropolitan Commission It 
would not be surprising If the rule 
were put In force elsewhere. I.astTall 
the board wliich lias charge of '['on- 
tral Park. Riverside Drive and oilier 
parlc roads In New York city Issued .i 
similar rule. It was opposed by (ho 
automobilists, but went into force and 
apparently has worked well.

The Cotnnilltee for Ihe pnrebnse of 
I this property takes pleasure in report - ' 
ing the cotnplelion of the purchase (tf ' 
the First and Second Sooiions and In 
snbinitting this report, to you whose 
generosity and pttbllc spirit have j 
made this result possible. I 

As slated In the previous report,' 
the First Section of about 280,000 
sqnare feel was secured in .lime. 1000 
at a cost of J20.000. and deeded to the 
city of Newton for use ns a high 
school athletic field. The city has bulh 
several tennis courts, and Is now lay- 
ing out the field for football and base- 
ball. 

The Second Section, comprising 
the site of Ihe Governor Clnflln man* 
alon and the Walnut Street frontage 
of the estate and running west along 
Elm road to Ihe athletic field, was 
conveyed to the city last fall, although 
it was only recently that suincienf 
funds were collected to cover the pur- 
chase price. $32,700. This section 
added some 390.000 square feel, giv- 
ing the city in the two parcels a block 
of about sixteen acres. 

The city purchased a lot of I2.sl0n 
square feel on Walnut street TvUIch 
did tiot belong to Ihe Clnflln estate, 
but had at one time been part of P 
thus securing the entire frontage on 


that street south from Kim road lo 
the first house. 

To insure Iho future use of Ihl.-* 
property (the Second Seotlonl in wlmi 
the conimltteo believed was tho spirit 
of Iho donors, there was Inserted 
tho deed to the city of Newton the 
following trust provision; 

”biit in trust, however, lo be used as 
a she for the Technical Training High 
School building, Ihe plans of which 
were endorsed by vote of the School ' 
roinmllleo of said City on December 
11. 19i>7, nud for such other education- 
al. aesthetic, and recreative purposes, 
and for such mutilcipal and pubik 
purposes not detrimental lo Ihe above- 
named purposes, as may from lime to 
time be approved by the ^layor anil 
by vote of the Aldermeti of said City 
and by vote of the persons who are 
from time to time the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Newton Free Idbrnry of 
said City: and no building other limn 
said Technical Training High School 
building shall be erected on the 
granted premises until its silo and de- 
sign have also been approved ns afore- 
said.” 

■ Desiring to assist the archllect of

The memorial window, given by 
Mrs. .Jerome Jones of Brookline In 
memory of her father and mother, Mr.

That 
in tho centre bears a female figure 
wlih half-drawn sword, representing 
Justice. Beneath this centre panel 
is the inscription: “Justice and Judg- 
ment Are the Habitation of Thy 
House. In Memoriam.” On the right, 
beneath u typifying figure. Reason, is 
a lamp and open book, surrounded by 
(ho words, “Como, Let Us Reason To- 
gether. Salth the Lord.” Under this 
appears the name “Emily Sophia 1 
Gane.” and llie dale of her death. On 
tho opposite side, beneath the figure 
of Mercy, is a similar circle formed 
of the words of the Beaut llude, 
“Blessed Are the Alerclfnl, for They 
Shall Obtain Alercy." This surmounts 
the name of I-lenry Alfred Gane, with 
tho dale of his death. 

Located In the na^e of the church, 
on the westerly side, the window 
shows lo e.xcelleuL advantage, especi- 
ally when (ho rays of tho afternoon 
sun throw the beautiful tints of the 
leaded glass into relief. 

The entire window, so rich in Its 
coloring, Is a fit addition lo the others 
tliat are already in place.

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When, such an able and practical 
educator as Dr. Spaulding, our super- 
intendent of schools, deems the pres- 
ent continuous five hour session In 
the Bigelow school, as ‘‘a serious 
mistake", it Is about time for the 
parents of children attending this 
schol, to begin to take notice. For 
five years, now, parents who take a 
real Interest in the physical and men- 
tal well being of their children have 
been compelled to either, allow them 
to go without education, or run the 
dangers of a severe strain upon their 
health. It Is about time that a more 
rational plan is adopted in this dis- 
trict of the city, which Is the only 
one, where this pernicious scheme la 
in practise. In another column, wo 
print extracts from Dr. Spaulding’s re- 
port on this subject which are well 
worth perusal of every parent in the 
city. An attempt is being made in the 
• Bigelow district to modify the pres- 
ent five hour session, into something 
more rational and satisfactory. Blank 
petitions for this change can be found 
at the Graphic office or will he sent 
on request to anyone interested. 

The attitude of the democrats In 
the House of Representatives in vot- 
ing against the submission to the peo- 
ple of the proposed amendment to the 
constitution relative to taxation, 
shows clearly that the platform of 
that party in favor of the referendum. 
Is simply wind. The defeat of the re- 
solve Is a great misfortune to Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Governor Long's address at the 
dedication of the Pounders Memorial 
of the Newton Hospital is not only 
based on noble and inspiring thoughts, 
but is so beautifully clothed in lan- 
guage that Its reading is a pleasure 
and a profit alike. 

THE GILDED DOME 

Representative Lolbrop is working 
early and late to defeat the proposed 
"blanket boulevard" bill which has 
been favorably reported to the House 
by a scant majority of bis committee. 
His work on this worthy object, how- 
ever, has been handicapped by the 
very inopportune agitation by Chest- 
nut hill residents, in favor of a raid 
on the metropolitan treasury for a 
half million of dollars for the so 
called Hammonds pond district tak- 
ing, and the hasty and inconsiderate 
action of our aldermen fs approving 
such a taking. It is possible that 
with the pronounced opposition to the 
boulevard bill by the Suffolk County 
members and the Boston Finance 
Commission, that it can be defeated, 
li is now under consideration by the 
Ways and Means coniniltiee. 

The resolve In favor ot amending 
the constitution to allow the assess- 
ment of personal property on a dif- 
ferent basis from other properly was 
defeated in the House on Wednesday 
by a vote of 9a to da, not a iwo-ihlrds 
vote in favor as required. An attempt 
will probably be made to pass the re- 
-solvo on a reconsideration. 

The bills to increase the salaries 
of the judges of the supreme and su- 
perior courts have passed. Represen- 
tatives Garcelon and I.othrop voting 
against both, and Representative 
Bishop being excused fiom voting as 
his father is on the superior bench. 
The bill 10 Increase the salaries of the 
members of the General Court has 
also, after many vicissitudes, been 
passed by the House, with all three 
of ihe Newton nienibcM's In opposition. 
This matter, I believe, has been placed 
on a wrong basis. It Is not fair to ask 
men from the western part of the 
state to attend the General Court, with 
salaries the same as men from the 
vlclylty of Boston. The western rep- 
resebtatlves must board themselves 
thruout the week, and are able to 
attend to but little personal business 
whilo In Boston. On the other hand 
tho eastern members, live at home, 
and can usually find many hours dur- 
ing the week for their own personal 
affairs. It would seem as If the prop- 
er solution would he reached by in- 
creasing the mileage to such an 
amount as would adequately com- 
pensate ilio members who come from 
u distance.

SCHOOL SESSIONS. 

The subject of school sessions re- 
ceived considerable attent.lon In the 
recent annual report of Dr. F. E Spaul- 
ding. superintendent of schools. The 
superintendent refers to the fact that 
in the Bigelow and Waban districts a 
one session plan was placed "on trial" 
In 1900, and says "This one session 
plan has never given universal sat is- 
faction In the above schools. It is 
probably a fact, though never demon- 
strated by figures In the Newton dis- 
trict, that experience with the plan 
has considerably reduced the propor- 
tion of parents favoring It, ns com- 
pared with the proportion originally 
requesting it. It is also probably m 
fact, though never demonstrateo »* 
the Newton district, that a large ma- 
jority of parents have constantly 
favored the one session in preference 
to the regular two session plan." Dr. 
Spaulding weighs the advantages and 
disadvantages of the one session plan 
In tho following language, — 

"Tho chief advantage that may be 
claimed for the one-session are these: 
More available free time for outside 
interests,— educational, recreational, 
hygienic: longer hours in the morning, 
when the child is In the best condition 
for work; the lessened amount of ex- 
posure In going to and from school in 
Inclement weather. Tho disadvan- 
tages of the one-session are these. 
The session is quite too long, — the 
last hour, and particularly the last 
half hour, is a severe trial, and ac- 
complishes little; children, especially 
In crowded secllons, who are not un- 
der proper control, are in danger of 
falling into bad ways during the long 
free afternoons; the child’s breakfast 
and noonday meal are too far apart 
This last objection might not be very 
forceful, If every child ate a suitable 
lunch at school ; observation shows, 
however, that less than one-half of all 
children do eat a suitable lunch; 
about one-third have no lunch, while 
half the rest have something quite in- 
adequate or unsuitable. 

In my own study of the workings of 
the one session plan In the Newton 
and Waban districts, I long since 
came to the conclusion that this plan 
was a mistake, a serious mistake. — 
that for these districts the two session 
plan would decidedly better. In 
passing I may remark that, in my 
opinion, there Is no district In the 
city In which the two session Is not 
to be prefered to the one session 
plan." 

Supt. Spaulding, however suggests 
that a plan might be devised which 
would combine the advantages of both 
the one and the two session plans, 
whilo eliminating most of their dis- 
advantages. 

He suggested the present plan, now 
in vogue in the Waban district, — one 
session daily for grammar grades from 
8.30 to 12.30 with afternoon sessions 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 2 to 4. 
A further modification of this Idea 
was recently put In practice at New- 
ton Centre as an exvertment. This 
session is from 8.30 to 12 dally wtt.h 
afternoon sessions from 1.30 to 3.30 
on Monday, Wednesday and Friday of 
each week. I 

The entire report of the supevlnlen- ■ 
dent on this matter is of great Inter- 
est, especially In the Bigelow district, 
where children are placed under a 
severe mental and physical strain t^y 
a continuous five hour session.

The bciuulful new building at the 
Newton llottplinl, to be known an the 
Foinulora* Momoriiil. was dedicated 
last Friday afternoon, In the presence 
of a crowd which completely filled, 
not ojtly tlic new bnllding. but over 
Mowed Into the other portions of the 
Hospital. 

Tile Imlldlnp, which is the gift of 
Mr. .Mellon Bray of Newton Centre, 
was fully descrlbotl in oiir last Issue. 

After prayer by Ilev. .Maurlco A. 
Levy of Newton Cenire the dedication 
took place at lour o’clock, .Mr. Wil- 
liam C. Bray, the son of the donor, 
and president of tlie Hospital corpor- 
ation proHentlng the keys, which were 
uccepicd in behalf of iho Hoapllal by 
.Mr. Frank A. Day, second vice presl- 
fleic. 

E.v-govornor .lohu 1). Long ihon 
made the lu'incipal address, whlili 
was ns follows: 

This building, which we dedicate to- 
day. Is a tribute to Cbristinn civiliza- 
tion — at once a tribute to the advanced 
ethical standards and also to the 
material and indualrinl progress of our 
(lay and generation. It Is slgnlficatu 
of both the modern heart and hand. 
The Master, were ho here in the flesh, 
would pronounce upon It his benedict- 
ion and say: ‘‘Blessed are the merci- 
ful.” "Ye blessed of my father, I was 
sick and ye vlsiled me.” Ah, with all 
our boasted ndvaiioo, how we come 
back to the simple words of the Gali- 
lean peasant and find that we but 
faintly and only now and then reach 
his transcendent ideals. And never 
are we nearer them than on an occti- 
slon llko this. 

We are not today merely dedicating 
the graceful proportions and lines of 
this beautiful building. Its appoint- 
ment a are but symbols, noble and ex- 
quisite in themselves, but faint and 
lleetittg iu compailson with that 
deeper reality of the charity of 
human brotherhood and the milk 
of human kindne.ss which they sym- 
bolize and which is inexpressible 
In bumaii language. If therefore you 
would trace the true source of this im- 
posing edifice, you will go. not to any 
plan of architect, but into the sacred 
recesses of tho liumiiii heart. If you 
would seek its purpose you will find it 
in no arcliiteclural impreasioii upon 
the background of (he blue heaven, 
but in the generous, inirosfricted tlow 
of healing and relief and comfort 
which f'i»m this time henceforth it 
will potir out upon this community. 

While this building is single in the 
purpose to which it is to bo put, it is 
yet — to the honor of our American de- 
velopment be it said — only in the line 
and easy evolution of our whole gen- 
eral New England system, it is one of 
the flowers of our Now England seed- 
ing. blossoming nn tho branches of the 
luxuriant growth of our throe centu- 
ries cf C'iii-istiau cliurch and common 
school and town meeting and e<|uai 
rlghta and freedom of opporiunliy for 
tho poorest boy (o rise? lo any height 
of station or of intellectual or mulorlal 
Huccoss. Especially is It. significant, in 
view of the career of the donor wliose 
generous gift It Is, of our marvellous 
Industi'lnl gi‘owih. In its amplitude It 
yet embodies the Idea of that homely 
sa^’iug economy, that intelligent tlirifi, 
that careful provision for futun* needs 
wliicli characterize New England, ft 
embodies the idea of (hose great tigen- 
cics. and massing of skilled and ciii- 
zenized labor whicit at once employ :i 
multitude of hands and at the same 
lime stimulate ns many activities of 
Invention and brain. Thus they com- 
bine manual toil and liuelleciual gen- 
ius 111 that splendid union of wliieh 
our national Institulioiib are at unco 
the cjiusc and tito vosuli. Thonco 
come the steady expansion of getuu'al 
prosperity: the increasing thriving of 
the body of the people; tlie gi't?aiep 
Indeitendenco and comfortable self- 
support 01 families: Iheir homos in 
separjite dwellings of their own, Into 
each of wblch flows a jjiowing tiiht of 
lefiiieiiKuii. culiuro aiiiT amnsemeni ; 
ilu‘ eiilargemeni of public edticulion: 
tho Kill urai ion of tbu press and iliu 
consotiuont connection of local life 
with cosmopolitan interests; along 
with these the accumnlailon by Indi- 
viduals here and there of large foi*- 
tunes to a good ptirpose. provided tli**y 
be not wrenched out of 01 )icm-s’ oani- 
lugs but, on I lie conirury. coiiKt iiule in

Uh work is the assuaging 
of human suffering, binding up 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, 
ilio tired eyelids sloop, the exhausted 
bringing to belter than an inn, giving 
l>rain rest, (lie shattered and tingling 
nerve quiet, lo pain relief, to disease 
cure, and to inflrmlly lioalth. 

I congratulato you lliereforc most 
h(*nrilly on the completion and deri'- 
cation of this Founders’ Memorial 
Building. Tt will bo an unfailing 
spring of public beneficenco, It is a 
i'v‘‘‘Ognltlon of that modern nii'‘aclo-- 
the marvellous tichievements ot surgi- 
cal and hygienic science. It betokens 
the happy and easy cooperation of both 
sellouts of medical practice, which 
after ail in the prosoiit ailvtinced and 
belter soutinient of the proffessions 
practically differ only in name. It 
speaks of your common fellowship and 
mutual dependence. It is an illusira- 
ilon of true citizenship. It is the trib- 
ute of industrial siicccsaes to the 
higher idettls. It is tho embodiment in 
tnaierial form of the religion of good 
worics — Iho ono religion in wliich all 
Christian (louomlntiiionH agrt^e. To 
you and your childrcMi il will bo an en- 
deared memorial of him who gave it 
and of them in whose honor it was | 
given. In no Hhudod seclusion but 
hero, liere in tlio heart of youreiiy aud 
of its ail-enriching activities it will 
stand, alike charactoristic of their, 
gotioroslly and of your steadily ox- 
punding jniblic .spirit, of which (hat 
geiiorosliy is itself ai) llliistrutivo ex- 
pression.

Boston Elevated Railway Go 

I Summary of the Baldwin Prize Essay on 
the Street Railway System of Met- 
ropolitan Boston 


The Baldwin prize of $100, offered by the National Municipal League for 
tho best essay on Municipal relations, was awarded to Mr. A. E. Piauski oC 
the Harvard Law School for an unusually able thesis on "The Street Railway 
System of Metropolitan Boston." 

Mr. Pianskl, who was reared and lives in Boston, based his thesis on aii- 
oxhaustlve study of ofhclal reports, public documents, monographs and maga- 
zine articles by authoritative writers, newspaper articles and discussions pub- 
lished during the past 38 years, and interviews with public and corporation 
ofUclals and with private Individuals who have had occasion to make a special 
study of the local transportation system. 

The conclusions to which the writer arrives as a result of his investiga- 
tion are summed up In the following language; 

"In spite of remarks to the contrary (for there will always be those per- 
sons who are too ready to attack public service corporations), it must be ad- 
mitted that the Boston Elevated Railway Company today puts Its great re- 
sources and facllllIeB at the service of the public In the moat efRclent way,, 
and in absolute good faith. The position which It now holds in (he comnnm- 
ity may bo attributed in a large degree to the high standard ot its offlclals, 
who have endeavored to meet all questions in a public spirited way. Tho 
company has continued its liberal policy towards its employees in respect lo 
their wages, as well as in other matters. It is only because of this fact that 
we are able to say that the street railway employees of the Boston company 
compare favorably with those of any other large city In the world, in matters 
of polltoness and elhclency, and some enthusiasts say that the standard of 
the employees is unsurpassed in any other city. In continuing the policy of 
introducing aeinl-conve^tible cars to parts of the urban and suburban system 
which will properly admit of their use. the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
Is continuing the traditions of the Hub’s leadership in street railroading. 
These cars, Involving the latest improvements in construction, are character- 
ized by an easy access arrangement, the opening and closing of the doors by 
compressed air power under control of the motorman, folding cabs in which 
the motorman operates the car free from the Jostling and comments of the 
passengers, and the most improved and modern system of ventilation. Thus 
it poems that the city of Poston at tho present lime has very llfilo onus'' fnr 
coniplalnL.

THE ANTI-TUBERCULOaiS MOVE- 
MENT. 

The afternoon session of the meet- 
ing of the Newton Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs held on -May 6th was of 
unusual interest both on account of 
the subject and for the speakers pro- 
Renting It. 

Mrs. Rufus A. Williams, chairman 
of the llealtli Department of the Geii- 
eral Federation, spoke of tho Inree 
plan of worlt extending over the whole 
country In the hope of stamping out 
this “Great M’hlte Plague.” Women 
in every state have been appointed 
to have charge of the various acetions 
that all parts of the country may be 
reached. 

Mrs. Q. W. Auryansen, chairman of 
the Social Service committee of the 
Newton Federation, under whose 
direction the work for the relief and 
prevention of tuberculosis Is being in- 
augurated in Newton, spoke of the 
plans of her committee so far as 
matured. A clinic and a day camp 
will soon be established. Tho use of 
land near the hospital has been 
obtained for the day camp. The 
sympathy of the physicians and 
of the Hospital authorities has been 
secured, and the expense of nurs- 
ing will be borne by the District 
Nursing Association. She closed with 
nn appeal for the sympathy and co- 
operation of the members and of the 
community at large. 

Dr. Edwin A. Locke of Boston was 
tho first formal speaker on the sub- 
ject. In order to have a .successful 
crusade against this dread disease, he 
said, it Is necessary to have a wise 
government trained physicians and an 
intelligent public. The problem we are 
facing Is the greatest medical problem 
the world has ever faced for the disease 
Is spread throughout the whole world. 
From 1-7 to 1-10 of all the deaths are 
due to tuberculosis. It is an infect- 
ious disease being caused by a living 
organism or parlslte; it is also con, 
tagious or communicable; the dangers 
lie in the sputum; it is essentially a 
disease of the home or the workshop 
and found most prevalent amongiM c 
poor. It la often due to the unhygi- 
enic conditions under which ihcy Uve. 
the small and crowded rooms lacking 
proper ventilation and Itght. Thj dis; 
ease prevails especially during iLe 
early adult life. It is, however, c«ir- 
able in its early stages. It is prevent- 
able, while in the case of pneumuuia 
a person Is utterly helpless to prevent 
it. It Is impossible to euro all the 
sick, yet from 50 to 60% can be cured 
in the early stages; as for imiuuning 
all the well, no affective vaciiio as has 
yet been iliscovered. There is a V'-ry 
reasonable hope of curing a large pro- 
portion of those infected. Splended 
results have come from home tiH-at- 
nient, yet the best hope for curs is 
from sanitoria. The hospital is the 
best place for the dying cases, iluise 
most dangerous to the comnuuilty. 
Boston will soon have sufficient beilt 
for far advanced cases. The day 
camp is the most effective means fur 
those beyond the stage admitted to the 
sanatoria. Tho patient sleeps at 
liome, but from 9 to G during tho day 
he under the same regime as if In a 
sanitarium, is kept out or doors ;ind 
properly fed. There are, undoubtedly 
ho said, many more cases than sup- 
posed. A coinpaigu of educaiio'i Ia 
needed, the Board of Health should 
be stimulated to do Us duty and some 
provision should he made for the v-'ry 
poor, through home cure, the day 
camp and the dispensary. 

The next speaker Dr. John U. 
Hawes of tho Massachusetts Geneivt 
Hospital referred to numerous cases 
from Newton who have come to tho 
hospital for irealment and told of the 
need of visitors from among our own 
number to follow up these cases nnd 
that there is a duty in the matter 
right hero at home. His formal ad- 
dress is given In full. 

Miss Ellen Emerson of Concord 
spoke from (he standpoint of tin 
friendly visitor. She spoke of the 
class at'lliG ^lassachusetts General 
Hospital which meets each week 'ith 
the doctor where the patients are 
taught to care for themselves, the 
value of rest, fresh nir, good food. 
They are required to sit out ns many 
hours In the sun ns possible, to sleep 
out of doors ns far ns possible, to hav. 
three good meals a day. It Is suniolimc.s 
, necessary to educate the whole family 
In order to convince (hem of the nece.s- 
’ sUy of these things, 'riio best visitor 
among these patients is (he (ralnotl 
nurse, yet the volunteer can do a 
, great deal. 

Dr. D. E. Baker of Newtonville told 
of iljo retrograde whith he hml ob- 
served In patients who Inive returned 
from sanllorhi apparently cured and 
gone back 1o ihe same poor surround- 
ings ainhlst which the disease war, 
first contracted. Ho emphasized the 
need of un Anti-Tuberculosis Society. 

The meeting was closed with the 
general feeling upon the part of tlu> 
memberH that a good work is belr.g 
embarked upon, one that needs (he co- 
oiieraiion and support of all tho citi- 
zens of Newton. 

.According to a report just published 
by tho Massacliusetls Secretary of 
Stale. 886,104 men were assoased a 
po|]-(ux last year, but only 389.309 
voted at the Slate election, ’rhe Bos- 
ton Daily Ailvei'tiser sometime ago 
published statistics showing that, ex- 
cept at presidential elections, the ma- 
jority of the men in Massachusetts 
wito could register and vote never do 
HO. Their Indifference Is not lookeil 
upon as a cause for debarring the 
more puhlic-spiril od iniuoriiy from 
casting their ballots, and tlio suffra 
gists ttre asking why tho same reason 
lag should not apply to woman.

We hardly know how to stand on 
the matter of purchasing the Couseii’s 
property at Newton Centre for park 
purposes. The project is so commend- 
able. the public spirit shown In rais- 
ing more than half the price of the 
property, Is so excellent and the uni- 
form policy of the city in meeting 
such matters half way. is so fixed, 
that it is extremely Inadvisable to 
oppose the appropriation. At the 
same time, it is a well known fact 
that the valuation of personal property 
is certain to shrink over that of last 
year, our state and metropolitan taxes 
will be largely increased, and economy 
Is absolutely necessary In all our mun- 
icipal expenditures. The aldermen 
will have a difficult problem to face in 
acting upon this matter. 


Not content with the prominent 
men of this city, whom Death has 
already claimed during the year, the 
Grim Reaper has again entered our 
community and taken from us. one 
of our best and most public spirited 
citizens. !^Ir. INIellen Bray was one of 
that rare class of gentlemen, who 
avoided the lime light of publicity, 
and yet, are active in all that makes 
for the betterment of the community 
in which they live. Thru his enter- 
prise. the village of Newton Centre 
has long enjoyed admirable facilities 
for public meetings, in the Bray Block 
'on Union street, and his recent gift 
of a Founders’ Memorial to the New- 
ton Hospital is but one of many in- 
cidivts of bis philanthropic and char- 
itable work. We can ill afford to lose 
men like Mr. Bray. 

The transfer of Rev. Dennis J. 
Wholey from Newton Centre to 
another parish Is a distinct loss to 
this city. Father W’holey enjoyed not 
only the love and esteem of hla own 
parishioners, but to a remarkable de- 
gree. bad the deep respect of all resi- 
dents of Newton Centre, and indeed of 
the entire city.

MISS BAILEY’S WILL 

Martha Ella Bailey, who died Aug. 
13, 1907, leaving an estate valued at 
$64,000 left a will which was drawn 
by the Old Colony Trust Company, of 
Boston, and e.xecuted July 18, 1906. 
Under the provisions of this will she 
left to her brother; James Warren 
Bailey of Newton, the homestead on 
Jewett street, which has an assessed 
valuation of about $10,000, also $2400 
in cash and some $14,000 in notes mak- 
ing about $26,400 which was given 
outright to her brother. Special be- 
quests to eleven others, including the 
Poniroy Home, and Mass. S. P. T. P. 
of C. to Animals, and the Animal Res- 
cue League amounted to $4,400. Nine 
shares of Cal. & Hecla slock, and a 
ring were bequeathed to Dr. Frederick 
W. Webber of Newton and 5 shares of 
Calumet & Hecla were bequeathed 
to her cousin, Henrietta L. Stratton. 
All the rest, residue, and remainder 
of the estate were given in trust to 
the Old Colony Trust Company, trus- 
tee, to invest and handle, the income 
to be paid to her brother Janies War- 
ren Bailey of Newton, as long as he 
lived; and after his death said in- 
come was to be divided between Hen- 
rietta P. Stratton and Dr. Webber dur- 
ing their lives in case they should 
survive the brother. After the death 
of these parties the trust fund was to 
be divided equally between the Bos- 
ton Home for Incurables and the 
Home for aged couples, of Boston. 

This will was contested by the 
brother. James Warren Bailey, in the 
Probate Court but was allowed by 
Judge Mclntlre. The brother appeal- 
ed from the decision of Judge Mcln- 
llre and claimed a jury trial which 
was had last week and the jury re- 
turned a verdict. (llsallowinK the will. 
The defense of the will was left en- 
ilrely to the Old Colony Trust Com- 
pany who drew It and who were there- 
in named as Executor and trustee to 
carry out Its provisions. 

None of the several beneficiaries 
under the will appearing in Its sup- 
port during the trial. Since the ver- 
dict, motions to set the jury verdict 
aside on the grounds that the verdict 
is against the evidence and the weight 
of the evidence, ami also on the 
ground that Issue presented and the 
conduct of tlie trial were such as to 
confuse, mislead and prejudice the 
minds of the Jury, have been made, 
and June 0th has been assigned by 
the Court for further hearings on the 
matters Involved In these motions.-

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FIGHTING TDBERCDLOSIS 

Paper Read by Dr. John B. Hawes 
at Meeting of Newton Federation 
of Women’s Clubs 


One of the Interesting addresses at: 
the reconl meeting of the Newton Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, was an 
addross by Dr. John B. Hawes on 
“What the Public can do In Fighting 
Ttiberculosls". We are able to pre- 
sent our renders with the following 
verbatim report of the address: 

It is hardly necessary for me to 
speak of the importance of this sub- 
ject. The problem Is too often re- 
garded as a strictly medical one. — 
today I am going to try to point out 
brieliy. in ns practical and simple a 
fashion ns possible what you, the pub- 
lic. can and should do in this cam- 
paign. 

1. What can be done in the home. 

2. What churches can do. 

3. What women can do. 

A. What school teachers can do. 

5. The duty of large factory own- 
ers and those In charge of other large 
concerns tu regard to this. 

6. What private Individuals can do. 

Under the first heading — What can 

be done In the home— it seems to me 
that here Is the starting point of all 
that is to be done In the future. Tu- 
berculosis is a home and house di- 
sease. and only by education of people 
In homes and In their own houses, 
commencing with children of the 
youngest age, can the root of the evil 
be gotten at. Every father and every 
mother has a definite sphere of influ- 
ence. has a circle of friends or adher- 
ents. large or small, who at one time 
or another come to him or her for 
comfort and advice, and it seems to 
me that it is the duty of every father 
and mother to learn some plain, sim- 
ple facts about this disease, to learn 
what are the elementary laws of 
health and hygiene, and to import 
these facts to children and servants. 

Children from the very earliest age 
can at least be taught the value and 
constant need of fresh air: that night 
air is not harmful: that we are spend- 
ing more than one-lhird of our lives 
in bed and that during this one-third 
we should at least have good air to 
breathe. The value of cleanliness: 
that of proper bathing: of keeping 
the skin in good condition, should be 
emphasized more than it is, and every 
child should be taught to take a 
sponge bath at least down to the 
waist every morning. The dangers of 
indiscriminate spitting should early 
be impressed upon young people, and 
the simple signs and symptoms of 
failing health should be made clear. 
The normal condition of the human 
body is that of health. If there is an 
unexplained loss of weight, or If in n 
young person there is a failure to gain 
weight, the significance of this should 
be taught: the danger of neglecting 
coughs and colds, the need of a cer- 
tain amount of exercise, the need of 
relaxation, and the dangers of certain 
trades. 

It is very hard to make parents 
realize that the morning bath Is not 
so much .for cleanliness as it Is to 
wake up the body and mind and pre- 
pare all the functions of the body for 
their (lay’s work. A sponge bath of 
cold or cool water taken in a warm 
room it possible, down to the waist at 
least, or preferably all over, with a 
brisk rub down afterwards. Is by all 
means the best way to do this and 
will go far towards keeping the skin 
in good condition and preventing 
coughs and colds. The mouth is to 
a very large extent the portal of entry 
of (he various germs which cause di- 
t^ease. At the Massachusetts General 
Mosi>ital every patient on entering Is 
provided with a toothbrush, which 
is charged on their bill. Many of these 
patients have never seen such an arti- 
cle before, and this stale of affairs 
unforiuntiieiy holds true to a great 
extent among many children. It Is a 
phy that children should be allowed 
to grow up before they are taught 
how important is the care of the teeth 
and how much discomfort, misery 
and often' serious disease Is due to 
neglected teeth. There is probably 
no more common cause of disease in 
children than tidetioids and enlarged 
tonsils. Children who make a habit ' 
of lireatliing through their mouth, of 
sleeping with their mouths open and ' 
snoring at night should be InvestI-.' 
gated at once as to the presence of | 
(Utlarged tonsils or adenoids, and if 
tliey are found to be present every ef- ' 
fort KhouUl be made to Imve that con- 
dition of affairs remedied at once. 
Heart disease, rhetimatism, tiibercu-i 
losi.-; glands and other conditions are' 
now known to be the direct result of I 
infection through enlarged tonsils and 
adenoids. 

I firmly believe in keeping track of 
the weight of children. If they do 
not show a regular gaitt month after ^ 
month there Is something wrong 1 
which should be looked into. A couglt j 
which lasts more than two weeks 
should receive attention from a doctor 
(Miher at a dispensary or tlic family 
physician. It is very unwise for moth- 
ers to attempt lo treat such things 
when they do jiot yield to the simple 
home renietllos tind by simple home 
remedies, 1 should like to condemn 
patent medicines of all kinds. 

What Churches can do. I 

I wish that every church in this 
state knew In a detailed way what 
Kmunuel church and the Arlington 
SI reel church of Boston, what Christ 
church and St. George’s church of 
New York are doing in this tubercu- 
losis work. Here are four represeu- 
tative churches, two of tliem Episco- 
palian. one Presbyterian and one CnI- 
tariun. each of thent doing splendid 
work, teaching what 1 should call real, 
pracilcul religion. Ur. Worcester, pas- 
tor of Kmuniiel churt'h. has slarUMl 
a movement wMh «he help of Ur. Jo- 
seph H. Pratt, which has proved to be 
of the greatest value in this tuber- 
culosis problem. He and his church 
did not wail until the need came tu 
hir doors — they looked around and 
saw that there was an opportunity 
for a large and powerful orgunizullon 
such us this church Is. to do some real 
practical work, and they seized this 
opporiunlty and made the most of It. 
How many churches are there in Mas- 


sachusetts. who If they really anal 
yzed what they were doing, how their 
money was being spent, how their en- 
ergies were being used, could say 
that anylhing that they 'vore doing 
was of real pnrclical value and benefit 
lo humanity, or that they were doing 
anywhere near as much as could be 
done? It has cost Emmanuel church 
perhaps $1000 a year, more or less, to 
nmlnialn Emanuel church Tubercu- 
losis class, and yet this class of 20 or 
2.^ members has already In the two 
years of its e.xisteiice, by restoring to 
their working capacity a certain num- 
ber of individuals, saved the state 
over $40,000 or $50,000. This seems 
to me to be a fairly good return on 
one’s Investment. The professional 
work done by certain young physi- 
cians. but the great part of the work, 
that which has made this medical 
work possible, has been the fact that 
an active organization of laymen has 
taken an interest and decided to ac- 
complish something at Us own doors. 
If this work has been «done. or it In 
other churches it must be done at the 
expense of foreign missions, I for one 
would be far from sorry. The old 
motto. “Do the duty which lies near- 
est to you” appeals to me strongly, 
and it seems to me, is too often dis- 
regarded by our great religious bod- 
ies. Arlington street churcli as you 
know*, has established another class, 
as have Christ church and St. George’s 
church In New York. The nurse In 
charge of the Arlington street church 
class w'as a poor girl, a consumptive, 
who was the first member of the Em- 
anuel church class. She has been 
restored not only to what was her full 
working capacity, but Is now earning 
far more than she ever did before. 

1 know of no fln^ work for a church 
to take up than this sort of thing. A 
great amount of money Is not needed: 
volunteer visitors do splendid work, 
perhaps not as good work, but work 
that Is very much worth while, in the 
place of a trained nurse. It does not 
take large financial backing: it does 
take an active interest, perseverance, 
and a determination to do some real, 
practical good. The mass of details 
need not be overw'helming: taken one 
at a time these details w'lilch at first 
seem bewildering will become simple 
enough. The work is so w'elt known 
now that a church can no longer plead 
Ignorance of how to do It as an ex- 
cuse. Details as to what has been 
done and what can be done will be 
gladly furnished, and in every town I 
know that (here are members of the 
medical profession who will give their 
services and lead In the movement. 

3. \Vhat women In their various 
organizations can do. 

In the Massachusetts State Federa- 
tion of Women’s clubs alone in this 
slate there are about 34.000 women. 
Other organizations, religious, phil- 
anthropic or literary, will bring the 
number of women who have some sort 
of an organization up to a very much 
larger number. It senis lo me that 
these organizations, working as a 
body and ns separate clubs, under the 
guiding hand of the ntedical profes- 
sion. have an opportunity which is 
very rarely equalled to do an immense 
amount of practical work and to carry 
into those places where It is most 
needed, that Is. into the home, some 
practical Information in regard to tu- 
berculosis. The medical profession 
may In some places be slow to take 
the initiative: in that case, they muac 
be taught their duty by the public, 
and if the public in a firni and con- 
sistent fashion demands that this 
(|iieation of tuberculosis be taken up. 
the medical profession will be forced 
to take their share and to take their 
stand where I hey belong, at tiie front 
of this crusade. 

Coming down to practical details 
then — what can these organizations 
do? There Is at least one thing that 
they can do. and that is lo hold as a 
part of their program once a year, a 
special meeting on tuberculosis, to 
get doctors to speak on the subject, 
to have clearly placed before (hem ex- 
actly what Is being done In ilielr com- 
tmiiiiiy: to get a clear Idea of wlial 
should be done ami formulate ideas 
how best to do it. I shall not for- 
get the inleVest and enthusiasm of the 
animal meeting of the Woman's club 
of Fitchburg last. year. .Most of the 
speakers canto from the niodlcal pro- 
fession of Fitchburg, one came from 
Boston and told wltut was being done 
In the Tuberculosis classes of tliat 
city: (he district nurse described the 
btalG of affairs in dGlall: litere were 
mlcroscope.H ajid other demonstra- 
tions, the women showed an active 
Interest and the rostilts in Fitchburg 
speak for themselves. This Is hut 
one of the things that can be done. 

These clubs of viirloiis kinds, made 
up us they are for the greater itart of 
the families of influential men in each 
district, luive in many instances :i 
chance to offer, a llnanclal backing 
toward establishing a clinic for tuber- 
culosis. towaivl forming a tubercu- 
losis class, or. more Important of all. 
toward paying the salary of a nurse 
who will act Willi the doctors of the 
(own In visiting the homos of poor 
consiimpilves and teaching (hem how 
to live. It is very easy to say (hat 
the city board of health, or some 
other state or town body shoiiM furn- 
ish Ibis money, but in my experience 
•such la not apt to be the ease until 
any given movement has made good 
as it were and clearly demonstrated 
the fact that It Is meeting a long felt 
want. In a great many instances a 
dispensary or a district nursing asso- 
eiailon bus started iimler private or- 
ganlzullon and bus later been support- 
ed by the town or city, whlcli has 
been made to take up its own respon- 
sibilities hy the force of public opin- 
ion. riubs are In many Instances the 
real power behlinl the throne, and if 
they cooperate with the medical pro- 
fession, If they go up to the doctors 
and say lo them, “Here, we will pay 
(be salary of your dlslticl nurse", or 
•‘we will pay the rent of your dispen- 
sary rooms providing you will do ihe 
medical work”, if that Is done there 
Is no medical community In this state

which can refvise to do Its share. 

Church organizations, such as Girls’ 
Friendly Soolelies, King’s Daughters. 
Epworth T.eague, etc., composed of 
young girls in all classes of society, 
from (hose in colleges (o those work- 
ing in factories, should play their 
part, and the money which they col- 
lect for this campaign by means of 
fairs and bazaars, or by individual 
subscription will certainly be well 
spent. In (heir meetings talks on this 
subject as well as. on the broader on© 
of health and hygiene are a very real 
parr of practical religion and nilght 
well supplement Bible study and other 
religious topics. Physicians if asked 
will be glad (o speak at such meet- 
ings: nurses, particularly dlsirict 

nurses would do belter and could give 
more intimate details than most doc- 
tors. and the girls themselves, In such 
clubs, or In the older organizations 
could do an immense amount of work 
bv forming Samaritan coiumitiees, as 
(hey are called in Edinburgh, or 
"friendlv visitors” ns they are termed 
in Emanuel church. These commit- 
lees or visliois supplement the work 
of the nurses and help out the doctors 
by visiting these poor consumptives 
who are forced to take home ireut- 
meni, gelling acquainted with them 
and their families, seeing for them- 
selves with the eye of cennnion sense 
if not that of a trained nurse, exactly 
what the condition of affairs is, sug- 
gesting changes, and best of all cheer- 
ing up the patients and urging them 
to persevere In their fight for health. 

In my own suburban Tuberculosis 
classes in the first year, all of my vis- 
iting was (lone by these volunteer 
visitors. To each volunteer, as sho 
wsis secured, one case was assigned: 
a pamphlet which I drew up on this 
subject gave in plain and simple lan- 
guage the details of what this open 
air home treatment consisted of, and 
this was used to supplement a persoti- 
ul interview. It does not require n 
professional training: it does require 
I'omniou sense: perseverance and a 
real desire to do some practical good. 

I remember one case In Woburn 
where a certain poor girl was dying 
of consumption. 1 sent one of my vol- 
unteers, a young girl of 20. absolute- 
ly without training e.xccpt wluit she 
had got from talks with mo and from 
visiting the class, to ibis girl’s homo, 
and told her to do what she could. 
••How to get this patient out of doors 
by day and by night: how to get her to 
lake proper food: how to keep her 
from infecting others, in (he simplest 
anil ntost piacllcal way — this is your 
probbun". 1 said to her. “Go ahead 
and report to me”. At the first visit, 
the mother would not let her inside 
the house uml was very angry at her 
coming: the next visit she gut inside 
(he bouse, talked with the mother ami 
one sister and explained wliut she 
wauled to do: she was not uIIuwimI lo 
see the putleni. On the third visit, 
she saw the patient. In u tactful way 
suggested certain clmiiges. left some 
sputum cups uml paper napkins and 
(•('rtuin dlreciloiis: during later visits 
(he girl was gotten out of her dark 
and dirty room lino a tent In the yard, 
the place lliorouglily cleaned, Ihe 
other meoibers of the family were 


examined, and the whole atmosphere 
was changed from one of despair, dirt 
and gloom, to one of cleanliness, 
brightness anti good cheer. The girl 
is going to die, it is irue. she is far 
too advanced lo get well, but the 
amount of good which has been done 
by (his untrained volunter visitor In 
this case, and 1 could name many 
such examples. Is immense. What 
this girl has done, other women can 
do. The lenient of danger in this 
work need not be considered provid- 
ing the visitor is herself In good 
health, providing she inslntcts the pa- 
tients in regard to coughing and spit- 
ting, and most important of all. pro- 
viding she enters the work with the 
serene optimism which is perhaps Ihe 
tiio.st important factor of all In ward- 
ing off (he disease. This Is a brief 
outline of some of the things that 
women can do in this campaign and 
any or till of it will be a groat help. 

4. What School Teachers can do. 

In the lower grades of our public 
schools and lii many cases school 
teachers have a closer hold on chil- 
dren and more intiuence with them 
and their families than llio fathers 
and mothers ihemselves. Realizing 
from the start that the great majority 
of school teachers are not only under 
paid blit over worked. It seems to mo 
that they will lessen their work and 
Increaso their efliclency by dwelling 
on certain |)oinis regarding health 
and cleanliness, and by keeping a 
watchful eye on the development of 
(he bodies of their charges, as well as 
Iheir miiid.s. in too many cases 
school Inspection is a farce: In many 
there Is no school Inspection, ami In 
others what on paper seems an efll- 
clent procedure In reality amounts lo 
noihliig, and in almost every case 
there Is no examination of all the 
children but only an inspection of 
those who are manifestly sick. The 
great majority who are camlldatos for 
some disease, or who are In such con- 
dition as to hocomo easily Infected, 
are allowed to continue at school un- 
til some germ has actually gotten 
hold of them: (hen. often when It Is 
too laie they are sent home and per- 
haps given some proper treatment. 

In an examination of some 4,000 
school dtlldrcn in Burls, Ur. Grancher. 
recently deceased, one of the fore- 
most and safest investigators of hts 
time, found 18', of these children 
showed signs of tuberculosis: not all 
piilniouury tuberculosis,— only one or 
two were found to be consumptive, 
but with all the slgiiH. such as en- 
larged Klamls, anemia, mahmt rli Ion. 
a little fever, etc., which go to show 
that already soniGwhero in their body 
Is a tuberculous focus ready to break 
forth. Ill this country the results, 
such as iliey are, have been about the 
same. 

In Boston an exuinlnailon of school 
children coming from liouses or iiomes 
In which there had been tuberculosis 
showed that 18 to 20'.' were lii this 
same comllilon. A recent examination 
of a large public school In Gloucester 
showed the same thing. Very many 
of these children could continue to go 
to school perfectly well providing that 
they and their mothers were taught 
a few simple rules of health. Ten or 


fifteen minutes a week would be 
enoiigli to Impress upon the children, 
even if they were very young, some 
of the fundamental rules of fresh air. 
cleanliness and proper habits of llv 
ing. and If the school teachers tbeni- 
I selves are not familiar with the early 
signs and symptoms of poor health, 
they can obtain such Information very 
easily from the nearest doctor, and 
turn It lo good advantage In their own 
work. If this were done and If teach- 
ers occasionally called to the atten- 
tion of parents and physicians that a 
certain number of their children 
seemed to be falling and looked pooi- 
ly, I think that sooner or later ilic 
public would demand some sort of ad

FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS

equate school inspection. I am very 
sure that the parents would be only 
loo glad to cooperate with the teach- 
ers If this were possible. I could name 
many cases In Boston where the 
school Inspection is supposedly of n 
very high order, where children were 
allowed to continue at school by the 
school doctors until the mothers, with 
apparently more carefnl regard for 
their health, sent them to a dispen 
sary. 1 have in my classes many such 
children who have been proven lo be 
manifestly tuberculous but who have 
Improved wonderfully on following n 
few simple directions as to bow to 
live. 

Every school teacher should be pro- 
vided with certain information in re- 
gard to the prevalence of tuberculosis, 
and how lo prevent it, and it should 
be the work of .the local anti-tubercu- 
losis organization to see that this Is 
done. There is a vast field for good 
w'ork In this direction among children, 
and the school teachers If properly 
(aught and guided have a great ojv 
portmiity to carry this on. 

What the owners of largtj fac- 
tories and other concerns can do. 

A couple of years ago I visited one 
of the largest and newest deparlmeiM 
stores in Boston. 1 was Jiilcrestcd In 
seeing their so-cnllcd medical depart 
ment and in finding out wlial this ac- 
tually consisted of. Tlie Sniierintend- 
ent, witli manifest pride, look me to 
an elaborntcly furnished suite of 
rooms, introduced me to the doctor in 
charge, who was there from 11 until 
1 every day, and lo the nurse who ns 
sistod him. There were licautiful beds 
and elaborate fitlitigs of all kinds 
There are In this store some ]'*00 to 
2000 employees. I then asked the 
doctor some (inestions to find out what 
sort of an inspection was carried on. 
in the three years that this doctor had 
boon in charge lio had found one, or 
at the most two cases of tuberculosis 
This might bo taken to mean tbnl 
such a store ns tills was operated on 
the very liost hygienic prliu-iples; un- 
fortunately sncli was not the case. H 
illd mean that not more than 30 or 
of Ihe onii»loyeo8 knew that there 
was any such medical ileiiartment in 
the store: that there was absolutely 
no inspection of any kind whatsoever 
of the oniployecK as a whole, that 
iliere were no rules in regard lo spli- 
jilng, that tht‘ro was no place for any 
one who had a cough or a cob! to spit, 
and that practically no one used this 
department i*X(-ept a few of the 
girls who cunio ihert* to lie ilown 
or rest during their noon hour, 
or wlio came there for relief oi 
bemlacbe or some other minor ihliig.

2 \m 1 yet there is no 
doubt wluusoever in my mimi thu' 
the owner of this store believes that 
lie has u very fine systtMU of uie»lb“al 
supervision and that ilie money he 
pays out for the services of his doi-- 
tor ami his nurse is very well siieiit 
Imloed. 

(’ompare this comllthm of affairs 
with ilial wlilch lias taken place In 
the little town of Dxforil, Massachu 
setts. Oxford is a village of some -iOti 
or r>0i) inhablianis, with one large fae 
lory. Tin* owner of this factory, whose 
sou is one of tlio foremost physicians 
of Boston, fouml out that (litM-e was a 
large amount of tuberculosis among 
his employees; indeed the death rate 
from consumption in this Utile town 
had been proportionately as high as 
any plueo in Massachusetts; manifest 
ly there was a (law somewhere. With 
(he help and advire of his son. ills 
factory was posted with plain, simple 
reKnlultons in regard to the health of 
Ilie emidoyecs. in regard lo expeoiora 
lion, telling what to do in case any 
one hud a cough or a c<ild: proin*'- 
sputum cups and spittoons were pu' 
In the propt'r places: foremen were 
Instructed to keep a watchful eye on 
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the workers under them, and were 
shown what signs and symptoms they 
were to be on the lookout for. If one 
of their workmen or girls had a cough, 
or looked poorly, he or she was to be 
sent to headquarters where a doctor 
made an examination and prescribed 
what was proper. The result was that | 
in a year the mortality from consump- 
tion in this town fell to almost zero. 

In two large mills in Providence, the 
Brown & Sharpe .Manufacturing Com- 
pany and Ihe Wanskuck Woolen Mills, 
which together employ about 5200 
operators, a system similar to tha^ 
introduced into the Joslln factory at 
Oxford was started. The owners of 
the factories were seen and their In- i 
terest obtained; notices were posted 
on the bulletin boards of the factor- 
ies, mentioning no names, but merely 
stating that there was thought to he 
a terge amonnt of tuherculoaia among 
the employees of the factories, and 
that this disease white very hard to 
cure in Ihe later stages was easy to 
cure if the patients were gotten hold 
of early enough. Employees with a 
cough, or who were In any way run 
down, were advised to go to the office 
where they could obtain a careful ex- 
amination and suggest ions as to treat- 
ment. In addition to this, the fore- 
men of each department were seen 
and instructed as to the early symp- 
toms of tuberculosis, such as cough, 
pallor, loss of weight, etc., and w*ere 
told to send in as quiet and tactful 
a way as possible such of their work- 
men ns they saw fit to the office for 
oxamination. The result was that In 
less than ten months' time 34 opera- 
tors came for examination. IS of whom 
were found to have tuberculosis, and 
out of these 18 cases after a few 
months' treatment returned to work 
fully reBiorod in health and working 
capacity. This work in Providence 
has boon fallowed in other places, es- 
pecially Newark, Brockton, and to a 
small degree in Pltsbiirg. The great 
difficulty is to get the Interest of the 
mill owners and to persuade them 
(hat this is a good thing. 

The Stale Insiiectors of Health, re- 
cently appointed, can do a great deal 
in finding out the exact state of af- 
fairs in different manufacturing towns 
and In the various IndustrieB of this 
Stale. They cannot do much toward 
eradication of (his disease, however, 
unless they have the cooperation of 
the owners of these large concerns, 
and tills can only be obtained by edu- 
cation, — by forcing home the truth to 
those men that it not only is their 
duty, but that It will be money in their 
pockets to keep ibelr employees u|) 
to the best possibio working siandanl 
Hero again is a chance for the women 
of the State to gel after the men and 
point out to them what has been done 
especially in Providence and in O:^ 
ford. Massachusetts, and what ought 
to bo done in the future.

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Newton Centre can give the other 
sections of this city some valuable 
lessons in the method of presenting 
its claims to the city government. The 
hearing on Wednesday evening at 
City Hall on the proposition to pur- 
chase the Cousens' Block property 
for park purposes was a splendid Il- 
lustration. The matter was well 
handled In Its preliminary stages by 
the etticlent Improvement Association. 
The facts as laid before tbe mayor 
and aldermen were simply but strong- 
ly stated and the leading citizens of 
the village were present to say a fav- 
orable word. The presence of a large 
delegation of ladles added immensely 
to the impression which the entire 
hearing made on disintleresled spec- 
tators. It is by such methods that 
Newton Centre has obtained Us mu- 
nicipal improvements with the least 
amount of friction and in the briefest 
amount of time. 


A five million stale tax was said to 
be a possibility this week by the 
House Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee. This would add 
something like $19,000 to our present 
state tax, making it about an even 
$100,000. This is only one of the pos- 
sibilities w’hich indicate that our tax 
rate for 1908 will be greatly increased. 


The movement to change the five 
hour continuou.s one session in the 
Bigelow district is rapidly gaining 
strength. With lime to make a care- 
ful and complete canvass, it is possi- 
ble that a large majority of parents 
would be found to favor discontinu- 
ance of the present "pernicious" plan. 


GILDED DOME 

Important matters are now under 
consideration by both branches of tbe 
Great and General Court. On Wed- 
nesday. the House killed the bill to 
give to the state tbe taxes from all 
public utility corporations. As this 
measure would have mulcted our city 
treasury the sum of $35,921.43, its de- 
feat is of considerable concern to our 
tax payers. Yesterday, the House de- 
bated the bill to divide the corporation 
taxes with the cities and towns where 
the business of the corporation hap- 
pens to be. At present the city or 
town where iTie stockholder resides 
receives all the tax. This bill will af- 
fect Newton to the exieiu of over $62,- 
OuO. and if it pusses would be a seri- 
ous blow to our tax rate. It is need- 
less to say that all our representative.? 
have worked early and late against 
both these bills. 

The pure milk bills were referred 
10 ihe next General Court and those 
nnfortunaie communities which rely 
on contract milk must still take 
chances in obtaining this necessity yf 
life. 

The Public Lighting committee Is 
also considering a bill to extend the 
sliding scale principle now in force 
in the Boston Consolidated Gas Co. : 
to other parts of the state. This plan 
I'as worked exceedingly well In Boston 
and under proper safegutirda ouglit 
lo be applied unlfornily to the entire 
Commonwealth. 

The C’helsea government by com- 
mission bill is moving thru the Legl.v 
lature, notwithstanding the radical 
change it makes in the .Massachusetts 
form of local governmeiif. Haverhill 
ami Gloucester are also down for ex- 
treme cliunges in the matter of mun-- 
cipal government, uliho not so broad 
as that proposed for Chehsea. AVhlle 
government by commission lias be- 
come a fad In this vicinity, I believe 
that its day will be sliori. .Massachu- 
setts c-iiizens, with the belief that tax- 
ation without representation is con- 
trary to lulnclples of popular liberiy, 
bred in ilie bone, will not long remain 
passive under sucli an auiocraiic syr- 
t'*in of government. 

Gov. Guild’s chances for the llepub- 
licun vice presidential nomination at 
CIticago coiulnue to occupy a large 
iiinouiit of space In one of the leading 
l>emo(-raiic papers of Boston. With 
such .support it is not conceivable that ^ 
ilepublicuns will enthuse very much 
la pressing liis uoininullon. Gov. 
Guild lias many enemies in the partv i 
all over the state and his political fu- j 
ture Is by no means :is rosy as the 
Boston Post would have one believe.

TELEPHONE FACTS 


When the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company was formed. 
25 years ago this fall, its constituent 
companies had a total of about 15,- 
000 telephones In operation. The pro- 
gress of telephony in this section of 
the world during the intervening 
quarter of a century is indicated by 
the fact that at the end of 1907 the 
New England Company’s system In 
the states of Maine, New Hampshire. 
Vermont and Massachusetts had 290,- 

000 telephones connected with IL At 
the present time there are more than 
300,000 telephones so connected. 

To supply this service, upwards of 
600 exchanges are in operation, con- 
necting more than 600,000 miles of 
wire, over which pass 400,000.000 con- 
versations in the course of a single 
year. To carry on this tremendous 
business, with its ramlflcatlons ex- 
tending to almost every* town in the 
four states, au army of 8528 employ- 
ees has to be maintained, this number 
of employees being pretty evenly di- 
vided between men and women. 

These figures are taken from the 
annual report of President Sherwin, 
and are full of Interest to the student 
of economics. Children of today ac- 
cept the telephone as a matter-oMact 
convenience, yet their fathers and 
mothers remember when It was con- 
sidered a marvellous Invention. And 
so it was, but none the less marvell- 
ous has been its progress. The crude 
instruments have given w*ay to mod- 
ern ones that represent the last word 
in mechanical perfection. The long 
waits for connections that character- 
ized the early days of tbe art have 
disappeared before a service that is 
almost iustautaneous. Induction and 
other troubles have been diagnosed 
and remedied until transmission is 
now almost perfect. 

That it has been worth while to 
make this expenditure in order to 
keep pace with the vanguard of pro- 
gress. is shown by tbe statement that 
the gross revenue of this company for 
the year 1907 was $10,679,625.76. Ex- 
penses amounted to $8,513,422.64. 
There was an Increase in the net rev- 
enue of $342,522.72. 

Only 33,920 stations were added lo 
the New England Company and Us 
associates during the year, a com- 
paratively small number. Owing to 
high borrowing rates, however, it was 
deemed wiser not to push for business 
requiring heavy outlays for construc- 
tion. 

General Sherwin points out very 
clearly the threefold responsibilily of 
the directors — "to provide for sub- 
scribers and the public a service of 
the highest attainable excellence and 
value, at equitable rates; to care for 
the well-being and reasonable com- 
pensation of the thousands of employ- 
ees who serve with elficlency and A- 
delliy The Interests of the company 
and the community; and to secure to 
stockholders, who have paid many mil- 
lions of dollars into the treasury for 
the building up and extension of the 
system of such enormous utility and 
value to the people of these states, a 
fair return tipoii their Investment." 

Here, in a single sentence. Is set 
foiih the true balance of a public ser- 
vice corporation — its relation lo the 
public, to its employees, and to its 
.stockholders. In this connection, it 
is stated that 93 per cent, of tbe total 
number of stockholders are residents 
of Ihe states of Maine, New Hamiv 
shire, Vermoiil and Massachusetts. 

Another pause ot this question is 
touched upon as follows: 

"In no other business Is there a 
closer relation and more distinct Iden- 
lity of interest than that which exists 

1 between the company which furnishes 
this service, and the subscriber who 
employs it, or the community as n 
whole. It is for the Interest ot both 
that the high standards of service be 
maintuiued, that the rates for service 
and revenues of the company be ade- 
quate to provide for the operation, re- 
pair and renewal of tlte plant to Ihe 
end that the service may be so main- 
tained; and to provide further that 
such return be made to the investors 
who have put their capital into and 
assumed Ihe hazards of the business, 
that fuiiher capital may be forthcom- 
ing as rciiuired for the coitiinnod ex- 
tension and improvement of the sys- 
lent." 

The statement (hut this company 
now operates 150,035 miles of loll wire 
opens up another line of thought on 
wiiich to base some comparisons with 
conditions that existed as recently ns 
2.5 years ago. Today one talks from 
a pay station to any part of the terri- 
tory of the New England Company 
without giving the matter n second 
thought, and business men uko the 
long distance lines to New York, Chi 
cugo, St. I.oiils and other places. Less 
than quarter of a century ago, how 
ever, a conversation between places 
50 miles apart was deemed remark 
able. Ill fact, the telephone has af 
reeled the entire organization of busi 
ness. The little companies existing 
here and there, many of them with- 
out connection with each other, gavo 
way lo one large company, and the 
latter, by providing on a broad scale 
the means of Inter-eoimunitleutlou has 
brought together not only villages 
and cities but states and great sec- 
tions of the country.

I On the eveiriiig of Wednesday, May 
20, Madame Isldoru Martinez gave a 
lecture-recital, entertaining as well as 
Instructive In character, at the hospit- 
able home of Mr. J. O. Tompson, 88 
Otis street. Nowtonville. 

The evening was under the auspices 
of The Polymnla. as a beneilL to Ma- 
dame Martinez who is the devoted 
and Inspiring mnslral-dlroctor of that 
very much alive little society. 

In the early ceniuiies of England 
music was a part of tlie everyday life 
of the common people. They sang 
part-songs and concerted music us do 
the Germans today. Among the qual- 
ifications In many of the Working- 
men’s Guilds was the requirement 
that the members should be able lo 
rend music at sight; and to advertise 
their trade, and sing their udventures 
in rhyme. Not to be able lo do his 
part in music was lo declare himself 
ill equipped for Ihe industrial us well 
us the social life of the day. They 
nilght not — were not expected to, In- 
deed— read and write; but not to sing 
was a disgrace. As an illustration of 
this underctirrent and aceompaniment 
of music to oi-gunlzud labor, a Rosen- 
del of the Watermen was sung by a 
male trio. This was known to Iiave 
been sung in 14r.3 on I,ord Mayor’s 
Day. as the Lord Mayor was rowed

The earliest known piece of music

'^In the unison" (1. e. without change 
of key) contained in a manuscript 
which is known to have been tran- 
scribed as early as 1220; and of course 
it was already well known then.

This was the first Illus- 
tration of the evening, (sung by a quar- 
tette of mixed voices) and is a remark- 
able example of the musical excellence 
of the period. The manuscript is now 
in the British museum. Photographic 
copies of it may be found in the music 
collections of some of the great librar- 
ies.

flexible voice and marvellous accom- 
panying showed her broad musician- 
ship; delighting her audience anew. 
Other illustrations of the .madrigal 
were given by a trio and quartette of 
' ladies’ voices:— “The Nightingale” 
j nnd Dr. Cooke’s "Hark! the Lark.”

Address of .Mrs. May Wrlglit SeNvnll 
given before the State Federaliou at 
Hudson Oil April 28: 

••Woman’s Struggle for ItiUusirlal 
and Economic Independence." 

•’This is n struggle still In progress. 
I am not sure that the acute stage hat 
yet been reached; certainly it S.ts not 
been passed. But our study of this 
subject and perhaps our advancement 
of a final aohitlon will be aided by a 
coiislderatioii of certain fundamental 
principles. 

"First: The validity and perma- 
lienee of (he much cptoleii law of sui>- 
ply and demand resting upon the facts 
that demand, ordiimrily, if not invari- 
ably. precedes supply, ami is like a 
call to which supply makes answer. 

“Second: That notwithslaiiding, the 
enormous clmnge in the conditions un- 
licr w’hicli women have pursued their 
callings, tlio changes in the worlc 
which they aclunlly do. have In the 
last one hundred years hardly at all. 
been more rapid or more numerous 
tlmii (be choiiges during tlte same per- 
iod in (he industries cairled on by 
men. 

’•Third: That the vital point in tlie 
whole question, the crux of the matter 
is the question of pay. 

'•Fourth: The .struggle, strctiuoua as 
it is. began unconsciously, ami only 
gradually have women, themselves. 
htH’Omo conscious of liio principles In- 
volved in the situation. 

•'This struggle, itself, has ex|HMi- 
lenccd almost the same tluactuatious 
that have the other sociological strug- 
gles with which it has been utiineeted. 
So far as I Iiavo observed or as my 
.studies of the situation have given me 
knowledge I do nttt find what conUl bo 
called anywhere In any society a coa- 
siitiiiioiiii) objection lo a woman's do- 
ing any uinotnit of work of any kind 
which she desires to do. Is able to do. 
or which circumstances seem to ImD- 
cate it extM'dient for her to do: soci- 
ety's ohjectloa is not against womati’s 
doing (ho work, but against her being 
paid for it. 

•‘This blunt statement is justified 
only by the dimness with which the 
irutJi is generally percelvetl. In fact 
iho actual work which the women of 
this gouoralion are doing, is not in it- 
self essentinlly more unlike the actual 
work tloiie by wonien of preceetlittg 
goiieruHons, ihuu Is any spciological 
condition ttf tbe present lime unlike, 
Its liistorlcul predecessor. Women lo- , 
day cook. bake, wusii. iron, kali, spin, 
weave, sew. ami under these general 
beads do a large proportion of the 
manual work which is done hy il^un. 
As has been often pointed out. the 
difforeiice consists in tills; that form- 
erly woman curried on all of these in- 
diibtries coinciileniiy under her own 
roof, for her own Rtmlly. and found 
her pay in board and lodging; that, of 
course being inevitably HCiWding to 
the clrcumstumvs of her fumlly iiud 
the scale of her life. At the present 
time the great department stores on a 
gigniitic scale, iltusiriiie what each 
woman’s house was on a smuU scale, 
a cenlury ago.

department store to fit out herself and 
her family for ibe season, finds wom- 
en selling at the different counters of 
such a store the products of the labor 
of other women who have produced 
these goods ii> different factories, all 
of whicli were produced in small quan- 
tities by one woman, under one root, 
for the use of one family, a hundred 
years ago. Now, wonien did not pro- 
duce the conditions which have taken 
theso Indus! rle^ away from the fir**- 
side; neither dtd any man consciously 
produce them, and it must be admitted 
that the removal of each industry In 
turn from the home has been the 
cause of much regret and much seri- 
ous concern for the consequences. As 
one after another familiar bit of 
household machinery dropped out of 
sight, It was feared always that tbe 
home would go with it. and as each 
dropped out of sight women did not 
leave their own pursuits to go in 
search of new. but they left familiar 
conditions, that is, their own firesides, 
to seek under new conditions ibelr old 
labor.*. 

When women did all of these 
things in the home, no one thought of 
them as spinners or weavers, or 
seamstresses, or milliners, or shoe 
makers or factory operatives of ajiy 
kind. No one thought that any wom- 
en were pursuing industries; no one 
iboughi about wonien ns a factor in 
the economic condition of the country. 
Why? Because wheti this work was 
done under each woman's roof, by each 
wom-an’s fireside. In the immediate 
presence of those for whom it was 
done, habit dulled observation; it was 
talteji for granted. .Moreover, It was 
not paid for. excepting in that divine 
substance which can neither be min- 
ted. counted or appraised. But when 
to carry on her own work, woman was 
forced to go where her work had been 
taken, terror seized the average mind 
Everything that in the history of the 
struggle for the higher education of 
women has been urged aguliist that 
higher education, has also been urged 
against woman's industrial independ- 
ence. In briefly enumerating these 
objections I cannot do better than to 


apply to the industrial situation the 
substance of • President Eliot's sum- 
mary of the arguments against higher 
education for women, in his address 
before the convention in celebration 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
organization of the Association of Col- 
I legiate .-Alumnae. In substance tbe ob- 
jjectlons were these: 

! “Woman were too frail physically to 
do this work. Sincere people honestly 
thought this, forgetting that it was not 
nearly so hard to manufacture one 
single article in a factory arranged for 
tbe express purpose of producing it, 
as it bad been to manufacture a bun- 
drod articles under conditions and in 
a building not adapted to th» manu- 
I facture of anyone of them. It was also 
sincerely thought and sincerely urged 
that tbe morals of women would be 
corrupted by working in numbers as 
employees of men, unrelated to them. 
A third objection was that the freedom 
of such Industrial life would unfit 
j woman for domestic life. That two of

HIBTORIC MEMORIAL 

At the last meeting of the Sarah 
Hull Chapter, Daughters of the Rev- 
olution. held At the home of the Re- 
gent. Mias Clara .f. Coburn, some plans 
for future patriotic work were made 
which will be of general interest In 
Newton. 

After the reports of committees and 
routine business was over, Mrs. Horn 
brook said she had a motion to make 
which seemed to her Important, and 
that was that a committee on Histor- 
ic Memorials should be appointed 
whose business should be to place 
suitable memorial tablets or erect a 
monument to the soldiers of Newton 
who served In the War for Indepen- 
dence. 

She said in part, that w*hen she 
came to Newton, a young woman, over 
twenty-five years ago that it seemed 
to her to be a very new community 
for almost every one in making their 
first calls told of their* experiences 
when they moved to Newton; but af- 
ter awhile she found that there was a 
goodly nucleus of people who belonged 
to Newton by birth and ancestry, their 
forbears having been here almost 
from the first settlement of the coun- 
try. and that Jacksons, Fullers, Wards, 
Wiswalls. Trowbridges, Pettees, 
Hydes, Bacons. Murdocks, Kenrlcks, 
and many other familiar names had 
been here for generations. 

Newton, she said, had been a most 
loyal town In the Revolutionary War, 
equally ao as her sister towns of Con- 
cord. Lexington and Cambridge, but 
owing to her not having been a bat- 
tle ground, and that the marching of 
the continental army w’as on the other 
side of the river. It did not have tbo 
dramatic Interest of having been the 
scene of action; but the men of New- 
ton stood by their country and were 
In every well fought field of battle, 
giving their lives If need be for Iheir 
country. There were forty-three men 
from Newton by the name of Jackson 
in ihe war. Newton had never seem- 
ed to have her historic due. 

Mrs. Hornbrook did not think that 
most people even In the town itself, 
realized the Important part it took. 

That they should be better informed 
she hoped that at some time in the 
near future some worthy memorial 
should be erected to the Newton sol- 
diers of the Revolution, and moved 
that the Sarah Hull (Chapter inaugu- 
rate such a work. This motion was 
enthuslastlcBlIy carried, and a com- 
mittee on Historic-Memorials was ap- 
pointed, consisting of the present and 
former regents. Mrs. Alexander M. 
Ferris, Mrs. Francis E. Stanley, Mrs. 
.Frank T. Benner. "Mrs. Albert F. Hay- 
w'ard. Miss Clara J. Coburn. >Tr8. Fran- 
cis B. Hornbrooke. chairman, and Mrs. 
Mabel L. Priest. 

To make a practical start to raise 
money for the memorial, Mrs. Ferris 
proposed that the Chapter should 
have a sale in the early fall, and of- 
fered her house for the purpose. 

The offer was gratefully accepted; 
a committee was appointed, the In- 
dies planned to work for It during the 
vacation season, and It looks as if the 
work so long neglected of having n 
memorial to our revoltitloimry heroes, 
might be accomplished at Inst.
